1 . Claims 1-36 are allowable over the prior art of records. 

2. The instant application is deemed to be directed to an unobvious 
improvement over the invention patented Pat. No. 6,385,686 and 6,625,683. The 
improvement features processing operations in a system including a bus, a target 
device and devices capable of accessing the target device over the bus wherein the 
target device performs the step of allowing the device initiating the write request to 
reconnect to the bus and complete the write request after the delayed read request 
is completed (claims 1, 15, 23); allowing the transaction request to proceed if the 
delayed read request is pending and if the requested data for the delayed read 
request is not available to return (claims 6, 18, 28). 

The remaining claims, not specifically mentioned, are allowed for the same 
rationale from the parent claim by dependency.
